Erguehzeâ 
hàd fettkd a large penfiôh oâ hîni« 
aïidhad grantedto him ahd'his de*- 
fcehdants, on account of the ment 
rf their great unde, whô wàs an ex- 
cellent cook, a munificent caftle on 
the frontîers of Congo. Codindo was' 
appointed to obfervê the flight of 
birds, and the ftâte of the heavens, 
and to make a report theréof at court : 
wWch office he exécuted veiy ihdiffe-» 
rcntly.; If it be truè, that théy had^ 
at .

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ances which threatened ît, full ot 
confidence in the fuperior qiialifica- 
tions of Mangogulj and urged by fen- 
tîments of religion, fure prognoftics 
of the approaching death or imbecil- 
lityof tht great» defcended from the 
throne, to feat his JTon thereon : and 
this good prince thought he was un- 
der an obligation of expiatïng, ' by a 
fetirement, the crimes of the moft 
juft adminiftratîon, 6f which there 
is any ^ccount in the annals of Congo.

Toy 
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Toy of a prefident's lady, next that 
of a marchîonefs, then Ihe difclofed 
the pious fecrets of a devotee, in fine 
thofe of feveral women who were not 
there : and God knows the ftories 
that were father'd on their Toys ; nor 
w^ there any parcîmony of fmutty 
taies. From fafts they came to re- 
flétions. ** I muft confefs, fayiâ one 
*^ of thofe ladies, that this witchcraft 
" (for it is a fpell caft on Toys) keeps 
" us in a cnïel ftate. How ! to be 
" etemally under apprehenfions of 
*' hearing an impertinent voîce iffuîng

Mangogul foUovred A£rzoza^s ad- 
vice, and vifited Manilla about feven. 
Her women were going to put her tt> 
bed. He judged by the fadnefs pré- 
dominant in her countenance, that 
ihe had play'd with bad luck. She 
walk'd to and fro, ftopp*d, lifted 
her eyes to heaven, ftamp'd with her 
foot, cover'd her eyes with her hands, 
and muttered fomewhat» which the 
Sultan could not underftand.

with any where but in his works. Old 

Utmiutfol is (impie, natural, fmooth, 

Ibmetimes too fmooth, and that is his 

fault. Young Utremifafolajiututttf is 

fingular, brilliant, compofed, leamed, 

fometimes too learned : but perhaps that 

is his hearer'sfault. The one ha»but one

Ail thîs while the Orcheftra went 
on, and the loud laughs of the pit and 
boxes joined to the found of the înftru- 
ments, and the finging of the Toys» 
compleated the cacophony. 

Some of the aélreffes, fearing left 
theîr Toys, tired with quavering im- 
pertinences, might refolve to fpeak 
them out, ran behind the fcenes : but 
they efcaped with the fright only. 
Mangogul being perfwaded that the 
public would leam nothing new, 
tum'd ofF his ring. In an inftant ail 
the Toys wcre filent, the burfts of 

laugh- 
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laug^cer ceaied, the audlenee ^rew 
calm, the play was refumed and finilh* 
cd peaceably. The euitsân drop'd^ 
the Sultana and Sultan went oiF, and 
tihe Toys of aur adrefies went to tfceîr 
feveral ^pointnlents^ whçre they were 
to hâve a dtBtitnt employment front 
fingîng.

T^yjAngogul xt^rtm^to his psdaCe, 
U YX ix)ndering on the ridiculous aîrs 
whîch women give themfelves, found 
hîmfclf, whether thro* abfence of ihind, 
or fome blunder of Ms ring, undeif 
thé portico of the fumptuous build^ 
îng, which Tbelis hâs dccorated with 
the rich fpoils of her lovers. He em- 
braced the opportunity, to interrogate 
her Toy.

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Tbelis was the wife of thc Emir 
Samhucpl . whofe anceftors'had rèîgn'd 
in Guinea. Sambuco had acquired a 
high réputation in C$ngo^ by five qr 
fix fignal viûories, which he had 
gain'd over Erguehzeâ^s enemies.

ifeought her charniing. Vwftffyi 
m^cht% fought ber$ but wheîLber ihè 
iiad alrçady fix'd her notions, or that 
there was too great a difpFoportion of 
fortune betwecn her and her,admirers, 
theywere ail rejeftçd Sambuco faw

her^ laid at her feet immenie riches, 
a great name, laurels, and titles in- 
ferior to none but tholë of fovereigns, 
and obtain'd her.

Due regard Ihall ,be paid to your 
pétitions, ladies, faid the Sultan : for 
the préfent ye may withdraw. Then 
dîreding his words to his counfellors, 
he afk'd them, if ît did npt feem ri- 
diculous to them to grant penfions to 
a herd of little baftards of Bramins 
and others, and to women whofe em- 
ployment ît was to difhonor brave 
irien, Who hâd cnterM into his fer- 
vice in <]Ueft of glory, at the expencc 
of their lives.

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The Senefchal ftood up, anfwered, 
declaimed, refumed, an4 gave {lis* 
opinion obfcurely as ufiial. While he

In. vainr dîd 
hé {dead innocence^ dtny the faâ^ 
and demonfiiate by the ccuxlhierck 
"which fae held with hisr accufer abovie 
Vfto ycBXs^ that Ihe was not » wotnan 
afia be .ra;vilhed« The dinramftancé of 
die fcymeter, the tête à tête Iblit^ide, 
XerfûiP^ confufion ^ ùit fig^t of the 
liulb^ aûd domcftics \ taken sdl ttr- 
;gèthcr foiaied» oo tfaci opmw of thç 
( . judgcs, 
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jùdgesr violent prelumptions. Pa^me 
un her fide, far from owning thât Ihe 
had graJtted him favors, WôUld not 
cven allôw that Oie gave îûm the leaft 
glimmering of hopesf ; aûd maintain^d 
that her obftinate* adhérence tô hei* 
duty, from which ihe had never 
flïnch'd, was wWiout doubt what 
ùrged Kerfael tô acquire by force, 
What he defpaif d obtaining by craft, 
T'he verbal procefs drawn ûp by thç 
commiflàries Wa^ ândther terrible pièce, 
Nothing more was requifite, than to 
rtm it over, and compare it with the 
articleâ of the Crïminal Codcj to read 
tinhappy Kerfael^s condemnation there- 
în. He loft ail expeélations of Hïe 
either by his defence, or the crédit o^ 
hi!t famîly ; the magiftrates had fîxed 
the définitive fcntence to the thîrteentE 
of the month of Rebeg : and tTiîs Was 
cven publiflied by found of trùmpcù 
according to cuftom.

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The Petits-Maiires on the coAtrâ- 
ry, and even fome Fetites-MaitrefféSi 
aflèrted that a râpe was a chim^ra, 
that a woman never furrendered but 
by capimiation \ and that, if. a fort 
was defended, tho* ever fd Kttlc, it 
was abfolutely impoITible to take it by 
ftorm. Exanjplcs were alkdged in

« MSrzozaj ntturaUjr compâffiûliàta^ 
femoitfbâted ta JteËM^i^ wbo wa^ 
jokii^ her on Kerfa^f^ cafe, tixtt if 
die hwa fpoke ^ainft It&faet^ good 
iènfe depdcd againft Fafme. " Moïe- 
•• over, added Ihe^ it has ncvér bcen

*• thfe letter of the law fliould be îo 
cbiely adheml to, that the fimple 
allégation of a female accufer fhould 
be Aifficient to endanger the life of 
a fubjeft. The reality of a rapê

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^ cannoe be too ckarly pf oviKd ; ahd 
^ you will allow, Sk*, thàt thisfaft » 
as much ât kaft within the province 
à[ your ring as of your fenators* 
♦* It would be very fingukr, that the 
matrons fliould be more knowing 
on this head than tht Toys tkem-» 
felves. Hkherto your highnefs'^ 
ring has done little more than &« 
tisfy your curiofity. Might noC 
aie Genius, from whom you had it^ 
^ hav« imended (ùxm mptc important 
^ end ? if you èmploy it for the dtf- 
^ co^ery 6f ttiutb, and the hmppîoksfB

** the Genius will be oflPended ? Try*

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gogul\ but ail their fyftems had no 

other end, but gîving me uncertaîn 

notions of it ; and were it not for an 

inw^d fentiment, • which fecms to 

fuggcft tp me, that it is a fubftaiice 

différent from matter, I fhould either 

hâve denied its exiftence, or con- 

founded it with' the body. Would 

you undertàke to clear up this 

chaos? 

So far rrom it, replied Mirzoza^ 
that I am not farther advanced on 
that head than your pédagogues. The 
only différence between them and me, 
is that I fuppofe the exiflençe of a 
fubftance différent from matter, and 
that they hold it demonftrated. But 
this fubftance, if it exifts, muft be 
iodged fomewhere. Hâve they not 
preached many .extravagances to you 
on that article ?

That may be, continùed the fa-* 
Yorite ; and iri the cale before lis, 
your philofophers are çreater bun^ery^; 

than 
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than the moft bungling geégra|>hér 
,can bê. Thty had not a vaft empire 
to furvèy; the bufinefs iv2& hot tô 
fix the lilnitâ 6f the four parts of the 
world: ail they had to do^ wa3 to 
emer iAto t^émfeives^ ahd Hn/tït mark 
the mie feîlt of thdr foui. If et thcjr 
haxre placed the ead ih the weft» and 
the fouth in the north. They hâve 
pronounced thàt the fotil la in the 
head» v^hereas the greateft part of 
mankind dye, wîthout it*s ever inh§-^ 
biting that appartment ^ and it» iirft 
refidence is in the feet. 

in the feet, intérrupted the SûlÉan ! 
That 19 the moft empty notioh that I 
hâve ever heard. 

Ye»^ in the feet^ réplied Mîrzozay 
âUd'thb opinion» which to you fèems 
ib fiUy, will, upon thoroughiy ex* 
amining it, become rational ; contrary 
tù ail thôib^ which you allow as true, 
tnd which upon a thorough examina^

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tion are found. to be fallè. Your 
highnefs agrecd with me juft now, 
that the exiftence of oiir foui was 
fbunded on . the interior teftîmony 

alofie, which it»bore to itfelf § andi will

now demonftrate, that ail the proofs 
imaginable pf fenfe concur to fix the 
foui in the feat which I have afligned 
ît. 

There we expeft you, faid Man- 

. I defire no favor, continued fhe ; 
and I invite ye ail to propofe your 
difEculties. "Well then, I was faying 
that the foûl takes up its firijt refi- 
dence in the feet, that there it begins 
to cxift, and from the feet it avan- 
ces into the * body. To expérience I 
appcal for tins faét ; and perhapsi am 
going to lay the firft foundations of 
expérimental metaphyfics. 

We have' ail experienced in our in- 
fancy, that the beiiumbed foui re- 

maîns 
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mains wliole months in a ftate of 
fleepinefs. At that timc the eyes 
open without feeing, the mouth with- 
out fpeaking, and the ears without 
hearing. *Tis elfewhere that the 
foui endeavours to ftretch itfelf and 
awake ; *tis in other members that Ihe 
praftifes her firft fun6tions. 'Tis by 
the feet that a chîld gives notice of 
his formation. His body, head and 
arms are immoveable in the mother's 
womb ; but his feet unfold and ex- 
tend themfelves, and give proofs of 
his exiftence, and perhaps of his exi- 
gences. When he is on the point of 
birth, what would become of his 
head, body and arms ? They would 
never corne out of their confinement, 
had they not been affifted by the feet .. 
hcre the feet aft the principal part, 
and drive the reft of the body be- 
fcre them. Such is tl^e order of nar 
ture ; and whenever any other niem- 

L 6 ber 
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ber attempts to lead the van ; wheti 
the head» for example, takes the 
place of the. feet ; every thing goes 
wrong» and God knQW$ what i$ the 
confequence fometimes» both to the 
mother and the child. 

Is the child born? 'tis ftîll in the 
feet that the chief motions are per* 
formed. We are obliged to confine 
them : and this is never done without 
ibme reluâance on their part. The 
head is a block^ with which we do 
what we will ; but the feet are fenfible 
of, fhake off the yoke, and feem 
jealous of the liberty, 6f which they 
are deprived. 

Is the child a)>le to ftand alone ? 
the feet make a thouiand efforts to 
nftove ; they put every thing into ac- 
tion : they command the other mem* 
bers, and the obédient hands leaa 
againft the walls, ami advance for- 

ward 
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ward' to prevcnt or break the falls, 
and facilitatc die aflion of the feet. 
. Whither do ail the thougbts of à 
cfaild tend, whât are his pleafures, 
when, fecure on his legs, his feet hâve 
acquircd the habit of moving ^ To 
exercife them, to go to and frb% to 
run, to leap, to bounce. TWs tur- 
bulence pleafès us, we take it for a 
mark of fenfe 5 and we prcdift the 
future ftupidity of the child, whett 
we fee him indolent and fuUen. Hâve 
you a mind to vex a child of four 
years old ? make him fit down for a 
quarter of an hour, or imprifon him 
betwecn four chairs : he will grow 
pccvifli and iH-humor'd : for 'tis not 
his legs ak>ne that you deprive of ex- 
ercife, 'tis his foui that you hold in' 
captivity. ' 

The foui isemaîns in the feet to* 
the ageof two ordiree yea» ^ at fout' 
it inhabits the kgs *, it gets up to thé 

knees 
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knccs and thighs at fifteen* Theri 
we love* dancing, fencing, riding, 
and the other violent. bodily exercifes. 
This is the prédominant paflion of ail 
young folks, and the m^dnefs o£ 
fome. What ! does not the foui re- 
fide in thofe places, , whcre ihe Wioft 
only manifefts herfelf, and where Ihe 
feels the moft agreeable feiifations ? 
But if hcr refidence varies, in infàncy 
and youth,, why Ihould it not vary 
thro' every ftage of . life ? ♦ 
. Mîrzoza pronounced this difcourfe 
with fuch rapidity as made her pant. 
Selim, one of the Sultanes favorites, 
cmbraced the moment , whilc fhe was 
taking breath, and iaid to her : 
" Madam, I will make ufe of the 
liberty you hâve granted the corn-- 
pany, of propofîng their objec** 
•^ tions. Your fyftem is ingenious» 
•* and you hâve deUvered . it with. 
^^ equal grâce and ckarnels-: but I 

«* am 
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** am not fo far feduced by it, as to 
** think it ftands' demonftrated. Me- 
*' thinks one may fay, that even in 
.** infancy 'tis the head that commands 
^« the feet, and from thence the fpi- 
*' rits flow, which, by means of the 
nerves, running into ail the mem- 
bers, ftop or move them at the 
*' will of the foui feated on the pi- 
nçai gland : juft as we fee his 
highnefs's orders iffuîng ff om the 
•' fublime Porte, which fct ail his 
'' fubjedts in aôion." 

Doubtlcfs, replied Mrzozûj but 
one would tell me a very obfcure 
thing ; to which I fliould give no 
other anfwer than by an experienced 
faft. In infancy we hâve no certain* 
ty that the head thinks ; and even 
y ou, my lord, who hâve fo good an 
one, and who in your terider years 
paffed for a prodigy of reafon, do 
you remcmber that you thought at 

that 
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thât cime ? But you might vnàl afleif^ 
tbat wheii you gamboled about like a 
littleDasmon, fo as to drive yourgovcr- 
nants out of their wits» your feet dieh 
goveraed your head 

That proves nodiing, laid thé 
Sultan. Silimwas lively, and fo are à 
thou&nd other children. They do 
not refleft) but they think : timé 
flips away^ tfae remembrante -ôf 
things wears eut, and they rèmem* 
** ber not that they thought." 

But by what part did they think, 
replied Mirzoza : for that u the point 
in difpute ? 

" By the hcad, anfwcred Setifft.** 
What I always thîs head^ into ^hkh 
one cannot pecp, replied the Sultmar 
Pray, drop your (krk lanthom, Ui 
which you fuppofe a Ilghti thalisftea 
by i^one but by him who carnes \t r 
hear fny expérimenta and' own thç 
fruth cdf my hypothefis* ït is fi>con- 

ftantly 
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ibaxt\Y tnie» tiuR the foûl begin$ iti 
pro^efs in die body by. the feet, tfaat 
ûlaQ^s^t fome of both ibces, in whomi 
it nevçr rofe higher. My lord, you 
hâve admired Nin^s himbknejs and- 
Saligù^s feats of iiâivity a thou&nd 
times : ftnfwer me then fincerdy, do 
you think that thcfc créatures havc 
dieîr iouls any where eljè but in their 
Le^ i :And lîave you not reixurked, 
i^koit in Vaùfcer and Zetindar the head 
^rfubmiffive to the fect ? The eterial 
temptation of a danter is to co]riàn«> 
plate bis }tg^. ht €vcry &cp his at- 
tentive eye ft^owis hts paces» abd his 
head bowis re4>eâi}ouily before his 
&e(, ^ dp belbre àis higb^efs his in^ 
vincible Pacha's. 

^< I alloW the obifervation, iaid Se^ 
^^ iSr^v : but I deny that it is a gênerai 
« one". 

Nor do I prétend, replied ABrzo'' 
za, that the foui always fixes in tho 

fect ; 
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fcct : Ihe advances, Ihe travels, flic 
quits a part, returns to k, and quîts 
it again ^ but I maintain that the odier 
members are fubordinate to that 
which Ihe inhabits. AU this varies 
according to the âge, temper and cir- 
cumftances; and thence arifes the 
difièrençe of taftes, the diverfity of 
inclinations and charaâers. Do you 
not admire the fecundity of my prin- 
ciple ? And is not its certainty evinced 
by the number of phaenomena, to 
which ît extends ? 

Madam, anfwered Selim^ if you 
appUed it to fome in particular, per- 
haps it might give us a degree of 
conviftion, which we hâve nôt yet ac- 
quired. 

Moft willingly, replîed Mirzùza^ 
who began to be fenfible of the ad- 
vantages flie gain'd : you fhall be fe- 
tisfied, only foilow the chain of my 
notions. I do not prétend to make 
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arguments in form. I fpeak from 

-my heart ; this îs the philofpphy of 
our fex, and you underftand it almoft 
as wellas we.

This is the 
fate of fchool-boys.' In like manner, 
if a weak governant labours hard to 
form a young girl, ftufFs her mind 
with knowledge, and negleifb the 
heart and morals ; the foui rapidly 
Aies towards the head, ftops on the 
tongue, or fixes in the eyes ; and her 
fcholar is but a tirefome pratler, or a 
coquet. ' Thus

If the &)\û fixes m ifae heart» ffaç 
forms the çbaraâers of fenfibility^ 
compaflîon, truth» gencrofîty, ff 
4h6 quits the heart ix^tfaout leturning 
thither, and retires to the head *, thea 
ihe forms thofe whom tve call hard<^ 
hearted, ungrateful^ deceitful, cruel 
men. 

The clafs of thofe» m whom the 
foui viGts the head isïereiy as a coun- 

try-Jboufe, 
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trf *hou&, ' where its iby îs fborf , ii^ 
yBOOf numséùM^ ît is eompoièd of 
j^/£^ Mntrii^ coquets» muficians, 
pqels, roniancers, courtiers, aiid ali' 
thofe. .w|^ ai3 calltd pretty women.

Poor Ziguezague difappear'd, hav- 
îng leamM by expérience, that a man 
of fpirit ought not to enter the palaces 
of- moll part c^ the great, without 
leaving'his fentiments at the gâte.

Toughly difinterefted. tie flew whi- 
iher he thought his duty aiid fortune 
talled him, made a lo^ bow to the 
Sultan, a h>wer ftill to his mare, and 
wrote every thing that the beaft 
vouchfefed to didate.

T£/^^A fays Mangûgulj yàwnîng 
^^ and xubbing his eyes, my 
head achs.

body-

and got to the foot of a niftrmn» 
for whîch a cobweb fervcd aa a ca-? 
nopy^ Thé boldneft of this tofttum 
ivas of a pièce with that of the huild* 
ihg. To me it ibemed. placed on* the 

point 
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prâit of a needle» and to ffippofC if* 
felf there in acquilibrio* I trembled 
a kundfed times for the peribn, who 
was in it. He was an dd man, with 
a long beard) as wither'd and naked 
as aaj of lus difciples : he had a ctip 
full of a fbbtil fluid before him, in- 
to which he dipp'd a ftmw-f^pe ^ thm 
put ît to his mouth, and biew bobbles 
to a crowd of fpeâators around him» 
who were tifing therr utmoil endea^

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larger they were, the lefs thofe that 
wore thexn interefted themfelves in the 
txibbles. This fingular remark em- 
bolden*d me to accoft him, who was 
the leaft undrcfs*d of the company. 

I faw one, whofe fhoulders were 
half covered with pièces fo well fîtted 
tc^ether, that the feams were not to 
be feen. He walk'd forward and 
backward in the crowd, with very 
little concem for what they were do- 
iftg.

*' ploy them?" In knowing man, 
praétifîng virtue, and facrificing to 
the grâces — " Thefe arc noble en> 
ployments : but what mean thefe 
flireds of ftufF, whereby you look 
" more like beggers than philofo- 
*^ phers?" — Oh! what a qurflion do 
you propofe to me, faid he with a 
figh, and what thoughts do you bring 
back to my mind ? This temple was 
formerly that of phîlofophy. Alafs ! 
how much this place is changed ! The 
chair of Socrates was hère. — " How, 
faid I, interrupting him, had So^ 
craies a ftraw, and did he blow 
^' bubbles?**— No, no, replied P/^- 
to^ it was not by fuch means that he 

merited 
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merited of the Gods the name of tfae 
wifeft of men. His confiant occupa- 
tîon, during life, was forming h^uàs 
and hearts. The fecret was loft at 
|iis death. Socrates died, and tiie 
bright days of philolbphy were no 
more* Thefe pièces of ftufF, which 
tbofe very fyftematics think it an ho- 
nour to wear, arc fcraps of his gar« 
ment. Scarcely had his eyes been 
dolbd, when thoiè, who afpired to 
the titlè of philofophers, feized his 
robe, and tore it in pièces. ^' I un-* 
^^ derftand, iâid ly thefe pièces iêrved 
*^ as tickets bodi to them and theic 
•* long pofberity:" — Who will colltâ 
ttKrfe fmps, continued PlaiOy wà 
reftofre us Socraiis^s robe ? 
. Wbfle he was uttering thefe words^ 
I &w aK a diilançe.a chil4 wpilk^ng 
towards us in ar flow but. fure. p4cc. 
He had a little head; flender bodyi 

weak 
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weak arms and Ihort legs : but ail 
thefe parts increafed in ail dimenfîons, 
according as he came forward. In 
the progrefs of his lucceflîve growth, 
he appear'd to me under ^ hundred 
différent forms ; 1 Ikw him direfting 
a long telefcope towards the heavens» 
eftimating the fafl of bodies by means 
of a pendulum, determining the 
weight of the air by a tube fill'd with 
quickfîlver, and difcompofing light 
with a prifm. He was now become 
an enormous Colojfus c his head touch'd 
the heavens, his feet were loft in the 
abyfs, and his arms reach'd from one 
to the other pôle, With his right 
hand he brandiihed a torch, wholb 
light Ipread a vaft way in the Iky, en- 
lightened even the bottom of the wa- 
ters, and penetrated into the entrails 
of the earth.

Madam, faid Mangogul^ I could 
point out nights better Ipent than that 
ot this dream, which gives you {q

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much pleafure ; and îf I had been 
mafter of making the journey, or 
not ; it îs very probable, that, not 
hoping to find you in fhe country 
of hypothefes, I fliould hâve bent 
my courfe elfewhere. And then, 
either I Ihould not hâve the head-ach, 
which I aftually feel, or at leaft I 
fhould hâve reafon to make myfelf 
ealy under ît. 

Prince, replied Mirzoza^. it is to 
be hoped, that it will foon go ofF;

this to aS thoiè that wouJd hedr 
diem» 

The 
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The court ladîes did not treat Egle 
vrith greater tendernefs. They fuf- 
peAed her intimacies, gave.hcr gal^ 
lants, cven honored her with fome 
great adventures, made her a party 
concemed in others : they kncw 
particulars, and quotcd witneffes. 
Good, whilpered they, fhe ha$

•• raim has too much good fenfe to 
be amufed with her ipeeches alone, 
at ten at night, în a grove. —

^' toilette ? — Doubtlefe, we know

'•* nued anothcr, indeed his wife ad-

that true, madam ? It i& ftriék 

" trutli, î hâve it from her own 
" mouth : but in tbe namé of Bra- 
ma let this go no farther. Egle 
is my friend, and I fhould be 
very forry — — Alas, cried a third 
** forrowfuUy, the poor little créa- 
ture ruins herfelf very chearfully. 
A great pity truly. But twenty 
intrigues at a time, that feems ra- 
" ther too much." 

Tht Petits Maîtres viçvt not more 
ijporing of her. One rclated a hunt^ 
ing match, in which ihe and he loft 
thcmfelvcs togethcr. Another» out 

of 
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of refpeâ for thc fex, fupprefs^è 
the conlèquences of a wry fmart 
converiàtion Jbe held wich her at * 
maUqueiadc» wfaere he met her. A 
thîrd made a panegyiic on her wic 
and charms^ and* ended it by ihew« 
ing her portrait, which he deckred 
he had from thc beft hands. ^ ThiB 
^^ portrait» ûàà a fourdi, is œore

Thefe ilories at length came to 
her hufbaad's tax%. Ceùii' lovedl 
his wife» but ftill with fueh decen-^ 
qr, that ih> body had thfc leaft fulpî- 
ckn of it* He rcpulfed A^ firft 
reports, but they '^ retiim'd to the 
charge from fo many quarters, thaê 
he thou^t hs» friends^ more^ cfear'^' 
fighted tteui'kimfelf: aïkltheinore 
lîberty hé hàà granted to J^/^; the^ 
môre he -^^ieâed ÛM )he hacf

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.abufed it. Jealoufy took poâefliofi 
of- hb fouK He began by crainp- 
ing hb wife* Egle bote this change 
of behayiour with the grèater im- 
padence» as fhe was confcious of lier 
innocence. Her Vîvacity and the 
advices ai her female friends^ hur- 
lied her .into inconfîderate déport- 
ment, which nnade ail the appear- 
ances tum agdnft her, and had 
like to coft her her life. The vio- 
lent Cekbi for fome tîme rackM his 
l)rain WÛx 2l thoufand projeâs of 
revenge, fteel> poifbn, the fatal noofe, 
tcc. and ac length refotred on a 
flower. and naore. cruel punillunen^ 
by confimng her to his country 
ibit: which is death indeed to a 
court lady. In a word» orders are 
gjiven : Egle \$-, inforno^'d of her de^ 
fiiny : he ^$ infenilble to her tears^ 
and deaf to her reaf(»ui» and ihe 
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îs banifii'd two hundred miles from 
Banza^ to ati old caftle, where- Ihe 
is allowed no other comptoy than 
two maids and four black eunuchs^ 
who continually watch hen 

Scarcely was Ihe fet out, when 
flic was innocent. The Petits Mat" 
ires forgot her adventures -, the wo- 
men forgave her her wit and charms, 
and ail the world bemoaned hen 
Mangogul was apprized, from Ce- 
lebfs own mouth, of his motivés 
for the dreadful refolution he had 
taken againft his wife, and ièem'd 
to be the only perfon that approved 

it.

There . he clpicd Egk alonc and 
overwhelm'd with forrow: her head 
was leaning on her hand, ihe was 
tenderly repeatîng her hufband's 
name, and with her tçars Ihe was 
watering the green turf, on which 
ihe fate.
